a glancing one and the New York wa 
uninjured. 
No panic of undue excitement pre 
veiled about the New York, as 
the 
shock was so slight that many of the 
passengers were not even awakened 
Because of the fog, the New York wa 
stopped at the time of her accident 
She later proceeded on her voyage to 
New York, and at five a. m. was 18f 
miles east 
of the 
Nantucket ligh 
ship. 


The steamer New York left South 
liampton for New York on June 6, and 
is due at New York harbor late to 
night. 
The Pretoria sailed for Ham 
burg on June 11. 


Nothing is said in the wireless dis 
patch from the New York whether 
or not the Pretoria was damaged in 
the collision, but the indications are 
that she was not, as the New York 
reported herself as proceeding to her 
lestination, 
which, she 
would 
not 
lave done had there been any damage 
done. 


Meagre Details, 
The American line received only a 
jrief wireless message from Captain 
Roberts of the New York, concerning 
the collision with the Pretoria. 
The message read: "Pretoria collid 
ed with 
New York.

Damage slight. Fog." signed "Roberts.' 
Up to nine o'clock this morning the 
Hamburg-American line had received 
no word from the captain -of the Pre 
toria.

How-, 
ever, Mr. Powell is to be believed as 
far us his information goes, and the 
fact that he has raised tlie limit on 
this year's expenditure about $1,000,- 
iido beyond anything that I have here- 
tofore dared to assume, is important. 
He places this year's state expendi- 
tures at $19,000.600. ,

given by Prof. T. S. Adams of the 
state tax commission 
last 
January 


look pretty .cheap. He presumed 
to 


give us exact appropriations and said 
that for the year 1!)13 and 1914 they 
aggregated $16,272,124. 
The 
differ- 
ence, therefore, between Prof. Adams' 
figures as to appropriations and the 
figures of Mr. Powell as to the amount 
available for this year is th.e trifling 
sum of $3,727,876. Somebody must be 
radically wrong in his arithmetic, and 
as Mr. Powell comes in last, the bur- 
den of proof seems to rest on Prof. 
Adams. 
Mr. Powell's experience is 


that of every man who has attempted 
to put an aggregate on state expendi- 
tures—each one has found something 
to add and practically nothing to sub- 
tract. 


Policy Makes Trouble. 


We are cheerfully told that the gov- 
ernor will hold up a lot of these ap- 
propriations so that the money can 
not be spent this year. Already this 
policy is meeting with trouble. 
The 


money has been taken from the peo- 
ple in taxes, the legislature has made 
the appropriaUons, and Governor Mc- 
Govern having signed the appropria- 
tion bills, has no moral right to refuse 
to let the money be expended. In the 
case of the Merrimac bridge over the 
Wisconsin river the courts have al- 
ready forced the state to disgorge, 
and a case lias just been begun to 
force the expenditure of the money 
appropriated -for new buildings for 
the Stout institute at Menomonie.

Climbing roses are a valuable aid 
to the man who is interested in having 
his home in attractive surroundings. 
With a line lawn, artistically massed 
shrubbery, and a wealth 
of 
vines 


clambering over the porch and roof, 
many a plain and unpretentious house 
has been transformed into a most at- 
tractive dwelling place. 
The U. S. 


department of agriculture has a rose 
garden on its grounds anct many ex- 
periments have 
been 
made in the 
treatment of the various kinds to se- 
cure the best results. 


After the blooming season of climb- 
ing roses is over in June, the depart- 
ment's landscape 
gardener 
advises 
that shoots should be pruned so as to 
throw the growth 01 the plant into 
the new wood that bore no flower 
this year, for this is the part of th 
plant that, will bear next year. Whe 
a trellis is low (6 or 8 feet high) it . 
a good plab to cut off the shoots tha 
have borne flowers this year clear 1 
the ground. 


Most people in following this advic 
may feel that they are ruining the 
bushes to cu't them back so severe!;, 
but the young shoots that have starte 
about the roots will surprise them b 
springing up with wonderful rapidity 
Each bush will probably 
put fort 


several new shoots that will grow a 
long as those cut, or one shoot - 
grow much longer. In either case th 
trellis will soon be covered 
again 


One shoot in a Washington garden las 
year grew twenty feet after the bus 
had been cut down in this manner. 


In the case of a high trellis a di 


ferent method must be followed. Th 
renewal of wood must begin from 
point higher up instead from the roo 
as the growth of a bush is not enoug 
to replace all its top on. a high trelli 
if required to grow so far. 
Only s 


much of the old wood should be re 
moved after the flowers have bloome 
as will enable the new shoots from 
the end of the remaining portion o 
the stalk to replace the old growtl 
About four feet is a safe measure o 
the amount that may be taken off. 


Those who have 
grown 
climbin 
roses as a screen on their porches, i: 
order to insure a fine bloom the com 
ing year, will do well to follow th 
advice as given for the higher trellis 
In other words, about four feet of th 
old stalks that have bloomed shoul 
be cut off immediately after the bios 
soms are withered. The foliage wi: 
recover within a very short perio 
and continue to screen the porch, am 
next year an abundant crop of bios 
soms will be assured.

Three billion dollars is the estimated amount spent annually for the upkeep of the ten million or more homes 
in the United States. 


Most of this money is expended hy women and girls. 
Does this not show the great importance of training young women in the value and use of money? 
Some time ago a prominent household magazine asked 500 bachelors why they did not marry and settle down. 


Most of these men replied that the average marriageable young woman nowadays is too expensive a luxury. Many 
asserted that young .women of today are money squanderers rather than the material out of which thrifty helpmeets 
are made. 


"Why can't we have bills? Then we could put all the people off," argued a bride of a few months with her 


young husband, a professional man, striving to make his way on an income of $1,500 a year. She was the product 
of a first-rate boarding school, and the child of a family high in social position. But she was utterly uneducated 
in the morals of handling money. 


The word morals is used advisedly because a true view of economic life requires that every expenditure be re- 


garded as an act that involves a moral question, for an unnecessary and unwise expenditure is a misuse of the 
power of money. 


The girl of today participates very little in household work and she does (practically nothing to reduce expend!-

I think it was this half confidence of 


his which I never abused, for I never 
told this story till BOW, which after- 
ward made us great friends.'
